American  Beauty,  H.  P.— Too  well  known  to  need 
description.  Like  La  France,  the  sales  will  always 
be  heavy  as  it  is  so  well  known.  Color  rich  red.  pass- 
ing to  crimson. 

Anne  de  Diesbach,  H.  T.— Bright,  deep,  clear  pink, 
of  largest  size,  fine  bud  and  open  flower.  The  fa- 
mous “Glory  of  Paris.” 

Antoine  Revoire,  H.  T.— Rosy  flesh  on  yellow  ground, 
large,  full  and  very  free. 
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Baby  Catherine  Zeimet,  P. — Grows  to  a height  of 
twenty  inches  and  produces  pure  white  flowers  in 
ibundance.  Fragrance  similar  to  Hyacinths,  of  free 
growth  and  very  attractive. 

Baby  Doll,  P*-— The  color  is  golden  yellow  tipped 
with  clear  bright  cerise.  The  buds  and  flowers  are 
very  perfect  in  form. 

Baby  Dorothy,  P. — Clear,  brilliant  pink;  a free  and 
delightful  bedding  rose.  Maman  Levavasseur. 

Baby  Echo,  P. — The  best  polyantha  produced.  Col- 
or rosy  flesh  color.  Of  splendid  strong  growth  and 
freedom  of  bloom,  which  are  of  wonderful  keeping 
qualities  either  on  or  off  the  plant.

The  flowrer  is 
quite  full,  with  enormous  petals  and  high  pointed 
center. 

Candeur  Lyonnaise,  H.  P. — Long  oval  bud,  usually 
singly  on  long  stem.  Flowrers  very  large,  having  at- 
tained six  and  seven  inches  in  diameter.  Color  pure 
W'hite,  sometimes  slightly  tinted  sulphur.  Issue  from 
Frau  K.  Druschki,  of  w*hich  it  has  kept  all  its  qual- 
ities. The  principal  difference  this  rose  is  very  full, 
keeping  until  fully  expanded  without  showing  its 
pistil  and  stamens  and  is  larger. 

Conrad  F.  Meyer,  H.  P. — This  Rose  is  classed  by 
some  as  a Hybrid  Rugosa;  it  is  the  best  Hybrid  Per- 
petual you  have  ever  known.  It  is  a grand  Rose, 
free  bloomer;  flowers  large,  double,  cup -shaped.  Col- 
or deep,  bright,  intense  pink,  with  the  penetrating 
fragrance  of  the  old  June  Roses. 

Coquette  des  Alps.  H.  P. — Pure  white,  delicately 
tinted  blush  on  first  opening.  Another  of  the  old- 
timers  that  will  never  be  put  on  the  shelf.

Gruss  an  Teplitz,  C. — Brightest  scarlet-crimson, 
growing  freely  and  flowering  profusely.  Quite  hardy 
even  in  cold  sections.

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His  Majesty,  H.  P. — Dark  crimson,  shaded  Vermil- 
lion. Some  class  it  H.  T. 

Hoosier  Beauty,  H.  T. — Color  glowing,  deep  crimson 
with  darker  shadings.  Upright,  strong,  free,  good 
form  and  texture. 

Hugh  Dickson,  H.  T. — Intense  crimson,  shaded  scar- 
let. Very  large,  full  and  magnificent  form.  Very 
pronounced  sweet  fragrance.

Killarney  White,  H.  T. — A sport  from  Killarney.  It 
is  pure  white  in  color,  long  in  bud,  of  fine  form. 

Lady  Battersea — Deep  cherry-red,  long,  pointed 
flowers,  moderately  full,  freely  and  abundantly  pro- 
duced.

commerce;  was  named  in  honor  of  the  wife  of  the 
president  of  the  exposition.  Color  deep  pure  Indian  - 
yellow  with  slightly  deeper  center;  long  buds;  free 
bloomer.  A gem. 

Los  Angeles,  H.  T.  (Howard  and  Smith.  1917) — One 
of  the  finest  Roses  ever  introduced.  The  growth  is 
very  vigorous,  and  produces  a long-stemmed  flower  of 
a luminous  flame-pink  toned  with  coral  and  shaded 
with  translucent  gold  at  the  base  of  the  petals.  The 
buds  are  long  and  pointed. 

Ludwig  Moller  (Lambert,  1915) — This  is  the  wonder- 
ful Yellow  Druschki.  It  has  all  the  -good  qualities 
of  Frau  Karl  Druschki.  Vigorous  grower,  free  bloom- 
er, and  has  deep  golden -yellow  flowers.  A grea  t 
beauty. 

Magna  Charta,  H.  P. — Bright  rose,  very  large  and 
double.  Of  good  form  and  fragrant.

Miss  Kate  Moulton.  H.  T. — One  of  the  finest  garden 
Ptoses;  color  soft  shell -pink  with  the  reverse  of  petals 
deeper  tones;  liberal  foliage. 

Mme.  Able  Chatney,  H.  T. — Carmine-rose,  shaded 
salmon.  Large,  full,  free  and  strong.  Flowers  early 
and  late. 

Mme.  Cecil  Brunner,  P. — Bright  rose,  shaded  sal- 
mon-pink. The  best  of  the  minature  Roses. 

Mme.  Caroline  Testout.  H.  T. — Clear,  bright  satiny- 
pink.  The  rose  that  made  Portland.  Oregon,  famous. 

Mme.  Edouard  Herriott,  H.  T. — Deep  terra-cotta  or 
reddish-copper.  Free  and  strong.  The  “Daily  Mai1” 
Rose. 

Mme.  Jenny  Gillemot.  H.  T. — Deep  safron-yellow 
with  golden  shadings.  Upright,  strong,  with  beauti- 
fully formed  buds  and  flowers. 

Mme.  Jules  Grolez.  H.  T. — Bright  China  rose,  large, 
full,  high  center  flower  with  nice  reflex  petals. 

Mme.  Leon  Pain.  H.  T. — Silvery  flesh -pink,  center 
yellowish  orange,  large,  full  and  free. 
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Mme.  Pernet  Ducher,  H.  T. — A good  yellow  Rose 
that  has  been  revived  under  the  name  of  Yellow*  Pres- 
ident Carnot, 

Mme.  Plantier,  H.  P. — Extremely  hardy;  completely 
hides  itself  in  June  with  its  lovely  pure  white,  sweet 
scented  flowers;  fine.

Mrs.  Charles  Bell,  H.  T.  (Pierson,  1918) — This  new 
Rose  will  appeal  to  those  who  grow*  Roses  out  of 
doors.  It  may  be  described  as  a shell -pink  Radiance, 
and  is  a sport  of  that  well  known  Rose.  It  lias  no 
characteristics  wdiich  make  it  distinct  from  Radiance 
except  that  it  is  shell-pink.  Mrs.  Chas.  Bell,  Red 
Radiance  and  Radiance  offer  a range  of  color  that 
will  be  welcome,  and  there  are  no  finer  garden  Roses 
for  America  than  these  three. 

Mrs.  Charles  Russell,  H.  T. — No  other  forcing  Rose 
except  “American  Beauty"  can  compete  with  it  when 
it  comes  to  counting  points.  Stems  three  feet  long, 
stiff  and  surmounted  by  grand  rosy-pink  blooms  of 
largest  size  and  build. 

Mrs.  Henry  Wlnnett,  H.  T.  (Dunlap,  1918) — This  is 
a seedling  raised  by  John  H.  Dunlap,  of  Canada,  and 
has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  seedling  Rose 
of  Canadian  origin  that  has  been  offered  in  com- 
merce. In  color  it  is  a bright  shade  of  crimson,  not 
so  dark  as  Hadley,  and  not  so  light  as  Richmond.  It 
is  a color  that  pleases  the  retail  storeman  and  his 
patrons.  The  finest  of  all  the  red  or  crimson  vari- 
eties. The  buds  are  long  and  well  formed.  A superb 
red  Rose. 

Mrs.  John  Laing,  H.  T. — Soft  pink,  large,  full,  per- 
fectly formed,  free  and  perpetual.  One  of  the  very 
best  H.  P.  Roses. 

Mrs.  Robert  Garrett,  H.  T. — Beautiful  shell-pink, 
large  expanding  flower.  The  size,  brilliant  .color,  free 
growing  and  continuous  blooming  qualities  of  this 
Rose  make  it  one  desired  by  everybody.

The 
petals  are  of  the  largest  size,  shell  shaped,  undulated 
or  waved  on  the  edges.  Color  delicate  flesh. 

Soliel  d’Or,  A.  B.— Changing  from  orange-yellow  to 
reddish-gold  and  nasturtium-red.  Strong,  upright 
growth. 

Souv.  de  Pres.  Carnot,  H.  T.— Rosy  flesh.  shaded 
white:  large,  fine  form,  semi -double. 

Sunburst,  H.  T. — Deep  cadmium-yellow  with  orange- 
yellow  center;  large,  full  and  beautiful  form. 
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Theresa,  H.  T. — Deep  orange-apricot,  pasfeing  t<> 
madder -pink  with  carmine  splashes.  As  the  flower 
expands  it  becomes  veined  flesh-pink  passing  to  sil- 
very-pink.

stems.  An  Irish  seedling  of  Mrs.  Aaron  Ward. 

Ulrich  Brunner,  H.  P. — Cherry-red,  very  large  and 
fine  form.  Large  petals. 

Vies.  Folkstone,  H.  T.- — Creamy-white,  deep  salmon - 
pink  center;  large,  full;  produced  in  great  profusion 
and  opening  freely.  A fine  old  rose. 

Wellesley,  H.  T. —Bright,  soft  pink;  outer  petals 
rose;  reflex  silver-pink.  Fine  form,  upright.
